ONDON, March 4.—The Dally

AMSTERDAM, Monday, March 4. 
Rus and the Central Powers, 
in the peace treaty reached at 
Brest-Litovsk, agreed that the war 
between them should be at an end, 
Berlin dispatches say. 

The third clause of the treaty 
provided that the regions west of 
a line agreed upon and which is 
to be delineated later, formerly be- 
longing to Russia, shall have no 
further obligation toward Russia 
and Germany and Austria-will de- 
termine their fate in agreement with 
their population. 

Article four provides for the 
evacuation of the Anatolian 
provinces and the surrender of 
Evrivan, Kars and Batoum to Tur- 
key. The treaty continues: 

“Article 5 — Russia win without 
delay carry out the complete de- 
mobilization of her army, includ- 
ing the forces newly-formed by the 
present government. Russia will 
further transfer her warships to 
Russian harbors and leave them 
there until a general peace or im- 
mediately disarm. Warships of 
states continuing in a state of war 
with the Quadruple Alliance will be 
treated as Russian warships in 80 
Russian con- 
t 


BARRED ZO REMAINS. 

“The barred zond in the Arctic 
continues in force until the conclu- 
nion of peace. An immediate be- 
ginning will be made of the re- 
moval of mines in the Baltic and 
in 80 far as Russian power extends in 
the Black Sea. Commercial ship- 
ping is free in these waters and will 
be resumed immediately. A mixed 
commission will be appointed to fix 
further regulations, especially for 
the announcement of routes of mer- 
chant ships. Shipping routes are 
to be kept permanently free from 
floating mines.“ 

“Article 6 — Russia undertakes 
immediately to conclude peace with 
* Ukraine people's republic and 
to recognize the peace treaty be- 
tween this state and the powers. of 
the Quadruple Alliance. Ukrainian 
territory will be immediately evacu- 
ated by the Russian troops and t 
Russian Red Guard. Russia wi 
cease all agitation or propaganda 
against the government or the pub- 
lic institutions of the Ukrainian 
people’s republic. 

ESTHONIA AND LIVONIA. 


“Esthonia and Livonia will me- 
wise be evacuated without delay by 
the Russian troops and the Russian 
Red Guard. 

“The eastern frontier of Esthonia 
follows in general the Une 
of the Narova River. The east- 
ern frontier of Livonia runs 
in general through Petpus Lake 
and Pskov Lake to the  south- 
westerly corner of the latter; then 
over Lubahner (Laban) Lake in the 
direction of Lievenhof, on the 
Dvina. 

“Esthonia and Livonia will be oc- 
cupied by a German police force un- 
til security is guaranteed by their 
own national institutions and order 
in the state is restored. Russia 
will forthwith release all arrested or 
deported inhabitants of Esthonia 
and Livonia and guarantee the safe 
return of deported Esthonians and 
Livonians. 


“Finland and the Aland Islands 
will also forthwith be evacuated by 
the Russian troops and the Red 
Guard and Finnish ports by the 


Russian fleet and Russian naval 
forces. | 

“So long as the ice excluded the 
bringing of Russian warships to 
Russian ports only shall detach- 
mente will remain behind on the 
warships. Russia is to cease all 
agitation or propaganda against the 
government or the public institu- 
tions in Finland.

REASONS FOR ATTACK. 

Discussing the reasons for the de- 
cision to attack on the Cambrai 
front, Field Marshal Haig says that 
the repeated assaults in Flanders 
had caused a weakening of the ene- 
mys line elsewhere and of these 
weakened sectors that of Cambral 
was deemed the most suitable for 
the surprise operation contemplat- 

the ground being favorable for 
the employment of tanks, the plan 
being to dispense with previous ar- 
tillery preparation which would pro- 
vide secrecy instead of smashing 
their way through the enemy's wire. 

“The enemy,” writes the field 
marshal, “was laying out fresh lines 
of defense behind those which he 
had already completed in the Cam- 
brai front, and it was to be ex- 
pected his troops would be redistrib- 
uted as soon our pressure in Flan- 
ders relaxed. He had already 
brought large forces from Russia in 
exchange for divisions exhausted in 
the struggle in the western theater 
and it was practically certain that 
heavy reinforcements would be 
brought from the east to the west 
during the winter. 

“Against the arguments in favor 
of immediate action I had to weigh 
the fact that my own troops had 
been engaged many months in heavy 
fighting. The conditions of the 
struggle had greatly taxed their 
strength. Only a part of the losses 
of my division had been replaced 
and many of the recently arrived 
drafts were still far from being 
fully trained.“

“At the northern end of the

mediate support, almost before men 
had realized the attack had begun.

tion were deadlocked tonight on the 
question of merging with the new 
national party, formed at St. Louis 
by Socialists who disagreed with that 
party's stand on the war. 

Throughout the day the 
merging faction had the better of 
the argument, three times winning 
minor skirmishes, but by night lead- 
ers of each side, though predicting 
victory, were planning compromises 
to be introduced later. 

The resolution calling for the 
merger provided that a satisfactory’ 
platform must be adopted by the 
national party. The chief objections 
found to the national platform by 
the Prohibitionists were that it fa- 
vored the single tax and its main 
purpose apparently was not nation- 
wide prohibition, though delegates 
favoring the merger insisted that 
prohibition was the main thing for 
which the Nationalists are working. 

Among the compromises suggest- 
ed one was that the Prohibition 
party keep its National Committee 
intact to work for nation-wide pro- 
hibition. Another was that an 
agreement first be reached that the 
Prohibitionists have a certain num- 
ber of representatives on the na- 
tional party's National Committee. 
A third, strongly favored by the 
anti-merger faction, was that each 

retain its own name, but that 
committees be formed to co-operate 
in obtaining certain legislation. 

The Prohibitionists were excep- 
tionally bitter over the fact that 
Mayor W. H. Thompson of Chicago 
apparently refused to deliver the ad- 
dress of welcome. He was requested 
to do so, and Virgil Hinshaw, chair- 
man of the National Committee, in 
opening the convention, said that 

“prominent Chicagoans asked to de- 
liver an address of welcome had 
refused.” 

Herman P. Faris of Clinton, Mo., 
was elected chairman of the conven- 
tion without out opposition.

LAST OF PICO 


Daughter of Final Spanish 
Governor Dies Here. 


Born on City’s Site Nearly 
Eighty Years Ago. 


Romantic Life-story that of 
Los Angeles litself. 


In the death of Sra. Joaqiina Pico 
de Moreno at her residence, No. 
1400 South Burlington avenue 
early yesterday morning, Southern 
California lost a dfstinguished plo- 
neer and the State lost its last liv- 
ing link with the history and ro- 
mance that been connected with 
the iNustrious name of Pico. Mrs. 
Moreno was the last of the ifmmedi- 
ate family of Pio Pico, territorial 
governor of California at the time 
this State was turned over to Gen. 
John C. Fremont. 

Sra. De Moreno lived to the ripe 
age of 78 years. She was born in 
Los Angeles, or where Los Angeles 
is now located, October 6, 1840. 
When she was 6 years of age, her 
father, then territorial governor of 
California, relinquished his official 
power in favor of Gen. Fremont 
who represented the United States. 
The governor died in 1894, aged 94 
years. He was once fabulously weal- 
thy, but he died very poor. 

Soon after Gov. Pico ceased to 
hold office here, the family moved to 
Santa Margarita ranch at San Juan 
Capistrano. Later they moved to El 
Ranchito, a 14,000-acre estate where 
Whittier is now located. There the 
governor established himself in a 
magnificent twenty-four room adobe 
house, in which he surrounded him- 
self with an endless variety of treas- 
ures and curios which he had ac- 
cumulated during his travels in all 
parts of the world. Part of this 
collection is now in the old house 
which was recently bought by the 
State and set aside for historic pur- 
poses. The tract acquired with the 
disintegrating adobe mansion com- 
prises seven acres. 

Pretty Senorita Joaquina Pico, 
who was one of the governor's two 
daughters, was wooed and won at El! 
Ranchito, where her wedding to Mr. 
Moreno occurred. He was then 
foreman of the ranch. Gov. Pico 
later lost the estate through litiga- 
tion and the Picos and Moreno came 
to Los Angeles, residing in an adobe 
house back of the Pico Hotel oppo- 
site the Plaza. 

_ Shortly after 1860, Mr. Moreno or- 
ganized a company of scouts and led 
them in battle against the Indians 
for a series of years, and for this 
service, the United States govern- 
ment awarded him a pension which 
he drew untfi his deatn occurred 
while he was visiting a brother at 
San Juan Capistrano in 1907. After 
that date the pension was paid to 
his widow. 

Sta. De Moreno leaves 
children, all of whom reside here. 
They are Mrs. A. L. Dods, Delfina 
Moreno, P. B. Moreno, A. B. Moreno, 
Joe A. Moreno and Capt. M. A. Mo- 
reno, a member of the Los Angeles 
fire department. Mrs. Moreno was 
distantly related to the Del Valle and 
Sepulveda families, whose names are 
closely linked with the early history 
of this State and especially with the 
development of Los Angeles and 
Southern California

The famous battle of Cahuenga 
made Don Pio Pico the last gover- 
nor of California under Spanish rule. 
When Castro and Alvarado revolted 
against Gov. Micheltorena the de- 
partmental junta sided with them, 
and Pio Pico was senior “vocal.” He 
became provisional governor when 
Micheltorena refused to acknowledge 
the junta or to recognize the com- 
missioners it sent to him. Early in 
1845 the Mexican government recog- 
nized the legality of Pico’s acts as 
governor, and early in September 
that year, President Herrera sent 
Pico his commission as constitutional 
governor. At one time Gov. Pico 
owned a wood share of the San 
Fernando Valiey.

pen when our raw recruits went up against the war-hardened 
veterans of Hindenburg? 
They were to be terrified, outnumbered and outclassed, 3 and 


burnecl. as well as captured and paraded through the streets of Berlin for 


hausfraus to jeer at. Farmer boys and clerks, it was said, could not be 
smashed against the iron men of Prussia without going down to humiliating 
defeat. 

As for that, these birds are singularly unread in even current history or 
they would have remembered that the flower of the German army, the Prus- 
sian Guard itself, reeled backward in surprise and disorder when launched 
against the little Cockney regiments swept up from the streets of London. 
But Sammies weren't even so good as the little Cockneys, we were told. Be- 
sides, since then Hindenburg had become Chief of Staff. And the Huns were 
not only born arid bred to arms, but trained through four years of war, and 
guided by the master strategist of the world. 

But go to the American front northwest of Toul and ask among the 


maimed and dead of No Man's Land, the men lying in the blood-stained uni- 


form of the Kaiser, what they think of the heart, steel and sinew of the Yan- 
kees? Man for man and bayonet for bayonet, gun for gun, just the reverse 
of all that was prophesied has happened. We of America did not hope for 
such brilliant work from our men. We had no doubts that they would ac- 
quit themselves as men, for the blood in their veins is the blood that has made 
America. We knew that they would hold or die—but that they would sweep 
the German raiders off their feet, rise out of the trenches to meet, as in one 
instance, the charge and take prisoners those who came to avenge the previous 
defeat of raiders—that has surpassed the expectations of even the most hope- 
ful among us. 

But ask among the officials of France, ask Clemenceau the Premier, 
that ferocious old Tiger who decorated last Saturday six American soldiers, 
two of them privates, for heroism and gallantry, what they think of the erst- 
while farmers and clerks? The French are too familiar with brave deeds and 
heroism in all of its glowing forms to be swept into enthusiasm by mere cour- 
age on the part of Americans. No. It had to be something unusually gal- 
lant, unusually dangerous, unusually magnificent. 

And, as a matter of fact, the kindest thing that the Germans could have 
done waa what they did do—gave the Americans a chance to promptly prove 
their mettle; let them. in the first flush of their experience at ive front, write 
in large letters such traditions as will inspire . hearts of 
young men not yet called to the colors. :

ing to an attack behind a wall of liquid fire and a cloud of gas. He thinks 
to overwhelm those who stand against him by tricks and engines; and he 
fails to reckon on the heart within the man that makes him a fighter or a 
quitter. It was not the drilling of sergeants that made Americans within one 
short year such soldiers as have stood the onslaught of Germany s picked 
troops; nor can red bleod be injected as vaccine with a surgeon's hypodermic 
needle. The fighting heart is in Americans because it has come down to them 
as the priceless, unpurchasable inheritance of valiant forefathers. 
gut the Boche is a bully. He thinks out war in terms of bullying. ““Ruth- 
he calls it, invoking the name of Attila who boasted that never a 
blade of grass sprouted where the hoof of his horse had trod. And bullies 
are cowards. It is characteristic of the Allies to pretend a respect for the 
outage of the German soldiers; not because they really have any respect 
for the kind of courage that needs saw-edged bayonets and liquid fire; but 
because the Americans, English and French respect themselves too much to 
abuse and insult an enemy—even one that rapes girls, crucifies prisoners, 
dangles babies from bayonets, wars on neutral liners, shoots wrecked sailors 
from the rigging, spreads poisonous bacteria, and deserts the prison camps 
when epidemics break out. 
men are cowards; such a nation is a nation of cowards. Man to 


man they have never stood against the Allies; and man to man they cannot 


stand against the Americans. 

The Germans have suffered hook to one, say the dispatches that tell of 
the fighting on the Yankee front. 

Three to one! A gratifying proportion, reminiscent of the early days of 
the war when the Belgians checked the gray hordes; when the English went 
backwards from Mons—stepping backwards, but face to the front, unrouted 
but outnumbered; and when the French charged at the Marne and swept 
back toward the frontier the tidal wave that threatened to inundate Paris. 
Three to one is the odds that men may ask when they have their quarrel just. 
And if American soldiers do not continue toWbeet three times their number 
and make them whine the suppliant Kamerad. then we must look with 
envious eyes upon the traditions of the Belgians, of the English, of the F seach.

ROM some diabolical source —for the Hun fights. with cunning rather 
than with courage—the Germans secured the details of the American 
trenches. They learned the number and disposition of the men; the posi- 

tion of every machine gun; the location of every foot of entanglement. Spies 
and traitors serve German gold the world over, even in the trenches of the 
Allies; and with such information as that the Huns were pethaps justified in 


thinking they could depress the heart of all America. 


The shock troops, picked men of the German army, were brought up, 
and drilled behind the lines for raids on the American sector. Everything was 
arranged just as it would be on the actual scene of conflict. The veterans— 
not only veteran troops but veteran raiders—were drilled with customary 
German efficiency, armed with liquid fire, preceded by poison gas, and 
accompanied by the barrage from their artillery. 

And what happened? All the world knows, Attack followed attack. 
The Germans lost three to one, and were sent — back. The Vankees 
rose out of their own trenches and made raids that were entirely successful. 


They killed and captured those who had been brought to kill and capture 
them. 


The Germans can do everything but put the fighting heart into their 
soldiers. That comes into a man from the loins of his father, with the milk 
from his mother's breast. He may be a clerk or a farmer, a stenographer, a 
banker or a street sweeper, and go all of his life with none knowing the stuff 
that is in him—then the star clock strikes the trial hour and the shock 
troops of Germany reel backward in dismay from the blows of those whom 
they have been taught to despise. There is ancestry behind the men of 
America: not a drilling, uniform-wearing ancestry such as Germany has 
gloried in, under the delusion that ability to prance the goose-step is the 
mark of soldierly skill; but the heritage of the fighting fathers that settled on 
the rock-bound coasts of New England, and pushed westward, westward, 
ever westward, fighting and working every step of the way, gave to this gen- 
eration a courage and stamina of which Hindenburg was ignorant when he 
said: America will amount to nothing in this war :

MERICA has not, in a large military sense, been tried as yet in the or- 
deal of war. But our men have been tested, and tested with all the furi- 


ous ingenuity of the efficient Germans. The effort to terrify them and 


to wreck their trenches has failed. The Huns tried it on. They will continue to 


try. But our brave boys at the front have set the standard of American gal- 
lantry and heroism; they have won the meed of courage and valor. America 
rejoices and is exultant. .The great heart of the land swells and beats with 
pride. The sons of our land have not belied their fathers—the fathers who 
wrote the great traditions of our nation under Washington, under Lincoln, 
under McKinley. And come what may and go who must, America has no 

fears while such sons as these bear her arms! The Germans may beat the 
world in the massacre of women and in the bayoneting of babies; but on the

CLAREMONT, March 5.—Pomona 
College is the recipient of a telegram 
and letter of instructions from the 
War Department granting to the 
institution senior di n of the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 
Major Charles B. Vogdes is now de- 
tailed here as professor of Military 
Science and Tactics, while the col- 
lege gives the preseribed course out- 
lined by the Secretary of War. Since 
the opening of the college year an 
actual course in military instruc- 
tion has been continued. This now 
receives formal recognition from the 
government. 

Because of special facilities for a 
large range, drill and parade grounds 
Pomona's long-standing application 
for a Reserve Corps has been grant- 
ed. This action gives the Pomona 
man the dual opportunity for college 
training and government service at 
the same time. No necessary en- 
listment on the part of those tak- 
ing this training is implied. How- 
ever, upon voluntary enlistment in 
the regular army, only.a compari- 
tively short period of intensive train- 
ing will be necessary to prepare a 
man for an officer’s commission. 

The course at Pomona represents 
three hours a week or more of train- 
ing for a period of two years. 
Officers are to be chosen from the 
upper classes.

DOES NATION EAT 


MORE IN WAR TIME? 


FACES WORST SHORTAGE 


OF WHEAT SINCE GREAT 
WAR BEGAN, 


IX. BP. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 
ROME, Feb. 10.—The apparent 


paradox that a nation supposedly on 


short rations really eats more in 
war time, has been officially estab- 
lished by Dr. Silvio Crespi, Italy's 
food controller. 

At the present time Italy has a re- 


serve of wheat estimated at barely 


enough to last her population 
through February, after which the 
bread eaten will come from hand- 
to-mouth deliveries made from the 
United States and the Argentine. 
Italy is also short of rice, of cheese, 
sugar, wine, olive oil and fresh vege- 
tables. 

This is a situation that has x- 
isted for each of these products for 
more than a year, though gradually 


‘| becoming mot acute. Yet in spite 
„ot slowly increasing prices in pro- 


portion to which wages have not 
kept pace, there has been a gradual 
increase in food consumption.

SOLDIERS’ LETTERS 
GIVE AID TO ENEMY. 
POSTAL SUPERVISION PRE- 


“Don't write about military move- 
ments when communicating with 
your friends or relatives, for hun- 
Greds of sharp eyes are open to fer- 
ret out even the slightest indication 
that might be of use to the enemy!” 
Soldters of all nations find difficul- 
ty in following this advice of the 
military postal control office, and 
feel: it a serious interference with 
their liberty. but time and again let- 
ters written in the purest innocence 
have been found to contain indis- 
eretions which, may have been of 
ue to the watchful 
enemy agent. For instance. in the 
military zone occupied by the British 
troops. where there still are many 
civilians, the Germans were, through 


their agents, able to learn from let- 


ters written by the inhabitants the 
positions of many batteries and of 
the tank parks, as well as the oo 
proximate idea of the number of 


troops in the neighborhood. 


The supervision by the postal 
control of soldiers’ letters prevents 
those in the rear from obtaining in- 
formation through piecing together 
scraps from m quarters. 

No restriction whatever is placed 
on soldiers who express their per- 
sonal ideas in their correspondence, 
whether they refer to politics or to 
their commanders or their comrades, 
and they are also at liberty to write 
about things in connection with their 
service which do not meet their ap- 
proval. In fact, the control of the 
poldier’s letter has brought to the 
notice of the commanders grievances 
of which they otherwise would not 
have learned, and in this way has led 
to the removal of numerous small 
causes of complaint and the improve- 
ment of the soldier's lot. 

What principally is almed at by 
the postal control is the prevention 


ot leakages as to the position of mili- 
-itary units or of dumps of materials 
and munitions. Other information | 


carelessly inserted in letters as to 
water supply, troop reliefs, the or- 


*| ganization of sectors. the effects of 


enemy bombardments, and the losses 
suffered by the troops has to be sup- 
pressed, for many of the letters re- 
ceived by the soldier's relatives are 
rédad or repeated to friends of the 
family, and there is thus danger of 
the news contained in them reagh- 
ing the enemy through agents al- 
Ways on the watch for such items, 
which they may manage by some 
—— to communicate to the other 

Taken altogether the postal con- 
trol. of which so many soldiers are 
apt to complain, not only assists the 
authorities to prevent leakages 
which might be of vital hurt to the 
national defense, but is of enormous 
benefit to the troops themselves, for 
those in charge of the work are con- 
tinually on the lookout for just 
grievances among the men and 
bringing them to the attention of 
the army chiefs so that they may 
be remedied.

WHO IS HELPING 
PACIFIST TRIO? 
Investigate Supporters of 
Convicted “Theologians.” 
ivil Liberty Bureau” Under 
mem Inquiry. 


Literature Distributed is Con- 


United State Attorney O’Connor’s 
office yesterday started an Investi- 
gation of a pamphiet alleged to 
have been issued by what is known 
as the National Civil Liberty Bu- 
reau, doing business at No. 70 Fifth 
avenue, New York, the object of 
which is to raise funds to appeal the 
case of Rev. Robert Whitaker, Har- 
old S. Story and Rev. Floyd Harden, 
who were convicted in Police Judge 
White's court some time ago of un- 
and disturbing 
the peace, and were sentenced to 
jail amd fined. 

The pamphlet, consisting of six- 
teen pages, is entitled The Case of 
the Christian Pacifists of Los Ange- 
les, and the conviction of the trio 
is designated as the “breakdown of 
American liberty.” The pamphlet. 
in the opinion of the Federal of- 
ficers,.is seditious and hurtful, and a 
full inquiry will be made of the pub- 
lication and of the forces behind it. 

Superior Judge Craig, after an all- 
day session yesterday, took under 
advisement the appeal from a po- 
lice court decision refusing a sec- 
ond trial in the case of Robert 
Whitaker, Floyd Hardin and Harold 
Story, “Christian Pacifists,” who 
were convicted and sentenced to jail 
for holding an unlawful meeting in 
October, 1917 

The court intimated that he will 
survey carefully all phases of the 
case and that it will be some time 
before he renders a decision. The 
defendants have heen out on Dail 
Since their conviction. 

DRAWS COURT'S IRE. 


At one time during the day’s pro- 
ceedings Attorney J. H. Ryckman 
for the defendants drew the ire of 
the court when he attempted to 
draw comparisons between world- 
Peace talk as “prohibited” in Los 
Angeles and ~ A permitted free dis- 
cussion in neafly all other parts of 
the world. 

“In Los Angeles,“ said Ryckma 
“we have the spectacle of high 
school pupils being ordered not to 
indulge in any peace talk what- 
ever, while in other countries of the 
world, notably in England, the peo- 
ple are permitted with impunity to 
have their say in regard to peace. 

“That question is not involved in 
these court proceedings and must 
cease,” rejoined the court. 

Attorney Ryckman attacked the 
fifty-nine instructions given to the 
jury by Police Judge White, term- 
ing them “a vast mass of contradic- 
ten which could have no other ef- 
tect than to muddle the jury.” — 

SAYS TRIAL ILLEGAL. 


He contended that the trial of the 
three defendants before Police 
Judge White on three separate 
counts, namely, unlawful assembly. 
failire to disperse and disturbing 


the peace, was unjust and illégal and. 


constituted grounds for a new trial. 
The statutes, he said, prescribed spe- 
cificially “that not more than one 
offense shall be charged against a 
defendant at one time.” „ 

Each of the defendants, he main- 
tained, had received an aggregate 
fine of $1200 and fifteen months’ im- 
prisonment following conviction on 
the three separate counts, which was 
unlawful. 

Attorney Ryckman declared that a 
certain speech delivered by Harold 
Story before the meeting could not 
be construed as seditious or treason- 
able, nor did it farnish aid and com- 
fort to the enemy. He read to the 
court a portion of the speech which 
is as follows: 

„It was to be expected that a 
movement such as this should come 
into conflict with militarism and 
jingoiem. It is difficult to imagine 
the Carpenter of Nazareth buying 
Liberty Bonds. It is difficult to pic- 
ture a Tommy Jesus or a Sammy 
Jesus. 

“The fellowship expounds the doc- 
trine that William Hohenzollern and 
the German people are not beasts; 
and on the other hand Lloyd George 
and the English people, Woodrow 
Wilson and the American people are 
not angels; that if loud-mouthed, 
conceited My country, right or 
wrong.“ sort of patriotism cannot 
abide that conclusion, so much the 
worse for patriotism.’ 

TRIO FOUND GUILTY. 

Whitaker, Hardin and Story were 
found guilty by a jury following 
their arrest on October 1, 1917, for 
attempting to hold a meeting of 
“Christian Pacifists,” comprising the 
Fellowship of Reconciliation, for a 
discussion of peace after they had 
been warned by the Chief of Police 
that the meeting would not be per- 
mitted. 

On the first count, that of unlaw- 
ful assembly, each was sentenced to 
six months in the County Jail and 
to pay a fine of $500; the second,
